Fremont, Ohio, June 24.—The twelfth 
annual meeting of the Ohio Associa- 
tion of Fire Insurance Agents convened 
at Colonial Hall, Fremont, promptly at 
10 o’clock, with a fairly good sized 
number: of members present and all 
very enthusiastic in spite of the heat. 

President Frank E. Lauterbach of 
Columbus called the meeting to order 
and introduced the Hon. H. C. DeRan 
who spoke for the mayor, C. C. Tun- 
nington, of Fremont, and in a graceful 
way welcomed the association to the 
city. He referred to the fact that only 
a few generations ago life insurance 
was prohibited by law and a shorter 
time since the business of fire insurance 
was prohibited also, but the great pro- 
gress that fire insurance had made was 
due to the combined intelligence of the 
men at the head of companies as well 
as to the local agents and that the com- 
bined experience of both showed that 
property insured for more than it was 
worth was highly combustible. 

Tribute to Grover Cleveland 

The band then played America and 
everyone stood up till it was finished. 

The reading of the minutes of the 
last meeting was dispensed with as 
they had been printed. 

The death of ex-President Cleveland 
was announced to the meeting, and on 
motion, as a token of respect to his 
memory, every one stood with bowed 
head for a moment. 

The president then read his report 
which was listened to with interest. 

Association in Good Shape 

Miss L. M. Foster, of Columbus, sec- 
retary-treasurer, then read her report 
for the year, showing the financial con- 
dition of the association to be good, 
with a membership of 106, with nine 
new ones for the past year. 

Chas. W. Bryson, of Columbus, gave 
the report of the executive committee, 
which showed that it had done a great 
deal of good work in clearing up the 
legislative bills that were detrimental to 
the insurance interests, and also inves- 
tigated some cases of overhead writ- 
ing.

The retiring president, R. M. Ben- 
nett, whose work has been most notable 
and successful, received a _ gracious 
tribute from H. H. Rassweiler, and Mr. 
Bennett was accorded a generous vote 
of thanks. , 

The only outside feature was the 
series of jokes sprung on F. Taylor 
Wise.. By precedent, the vice-president 
is elected president, so Mr. Wise had 
a walkover. A manufactured contest 
was sprung on him, which caused much 
amusement. Mr. Wise entered into the 
spirit of the merriment and added to it. 

An effort will be made to get W. P. 
Smith, of Monticello, in line. While he 
observes rate in his home town, he is 
charged with cutting rates in outside 
towns. Mr. Smith says he will agree 
to maintain rates in these points and 
report through the stamping secretary 
if other agents are required to report 
their dailies through the Decatur bu- 
reau. 





BRyon Asks for Cooperation 

During the afternoon session Tues- 
day, a letter was read from O. B. Ryon, 
of Streator, special attorney of Illinois 
department, in which he dealt with 
some of the public phases of fire in- 
surance. He said that the state, under 
the present administration, had given 
considerable attention to insurance in 
the effort to deal with the question 
justly. He advocated the cooperation 
of fire insurance interests with the 
state in the effort to secure measures 
that will be equitable to all. Mr. Ryon 
urged the underwriters to assist in get- 
ting a fire marshal bill passed. 

A memorial in tribute to Dr. B. T. 
Wise, for many years state agent of 
the Phenix, and one of the founders 
of the state board, was read by R. S. 
Odell. Robert Gray gave expressiori in 
some remarks to the high esteem in 
which Dr. Wise was held.

$10,000 more surplus than Actuary 
Wolfe’s report. Mild criticism is made 
of slow payments of death claims. 
There is no mention of income cer- 
tificates except repayments made dur- 
ing 1908. The report has been made 
public. Comptroller Wright is still un- 
decided as to what action to take with 
the Wolfe report.

ORGANIZING CINCINNATI LIFE 
Will Write Non-Participating Business 
Exclusively and Have No 
“Schemes” of Any Kind 





The Cincinnati Life is being organ- 
ized by leading insurance and financial 
men of that city. Among the stock- 
holders are fine bank presidents. H. C. 
Moore, formerly general agent of the 
Columbia Life at Chicago, will have 
charge-of agents. John S. Hoyt, form- 
erly Ohio manager of the Columbian 
National, will be president. Others 
on the executive staff are Herman 
Brockman, formerly secretary of the 
Columbia Life, and W. C. Hill, form- 
erly manager of the Columbian Na- 
tional. 

The company has temporary offices 
with the Columbia National in the 
Union Trust building. It will have 
$100,000 capital to start with and $50,- 
000 surplus, both to be largely in- 


creased. It will write straight non- 
participating insurance with no 
schemes. 





Mack Lands $550,000 Line 


Probably the largest life insurance 
transaction ever made in Cincinnati has 
just been completed by Millard W. 
Mack, general agent of the Northwest- 
ern Mutual, who has written $550,000 
on the life of a prominent man, whose 
name is in the possession of THE WEstT- 
ERN UNDERWRITER, but is withheld in 
deference to his wishes. The policies 
were written for the limit in each of 
the companies selected. The method 
of selection was to take first the stand- 
ard 3 percent reserve purely mutual 
companies, then the 3% percent mu- 
tuals, then the 3 percent stock. The 
policies were written on the ordinary 
life and 20-payment plans as follows: 
Northwestern Mutual, $100,000; Penn 
Mutual, $100,000; Connecticut Mutual, 
$50,000; Mutual Benefit, $50,000; Mas- 
sachusetts Mutual, $50,000; Phoenix 
Mutual, $50,000; National of Vermont, 
$25,000; New England Mutual, $50,000; 
Berkshire, $25,000; Germania, $50,000. 





White Becomes Manager 
The Washington Life has appointed 
Franklin J. White manager for Ohio, 
Kentucky and West Virginia, succeed- 
ing Dr. E. C. Skinner, who leaves the 
company’s service July 1. Mr. White 
has long been cashier at Cincinnati. 





May Sell Stock or Options 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The attorney general of In- 
diana decides that there is no law in 
this state to prevent the selling of 
stock, or options on stock, with life 

policies, or to prevent the option be- 
ing written in the policy or attached 
to it. The plan of selling options with 
policies is proposed by two Indiana 
companies that desire to increase their 
capital stock and do it this way. Audi- 
tor Billheimer is opposed to it and 
will prevent it, if possible.

Upholds the Riot Clause 

Judge W. P. Sandidge of the circuit 
court at Russellville, Ky., in the case 
of the Suckett-Wake Tobacco Com- 
pany vs. Phenix of Brooklyn, last week 
delivered a strong opinion upholding 
the riot clause in a policy on tobacco 
which was. destroyed by night riders 
who fired the warehouse. The case 
was in all respects an exact duplicate 
of the cases at Princeton before Judge 
Gordon, who decided that the riot 
clause did not except the loss. Both 
opinions will now go to the court of 
appeals for final adjudication. 





WOESSNER IS GENERAL AGENT 





Will Have Charge of the Western De- 
partment of the California Fire 
at Chicago 





Henry J. Woessner of Chicago has 
been appointed general agent of the 
western department of the California 
Fire. He will take charge Aug. 1, at 
which date his resignation will become 
effective as special agent of the Amer- 
ican Central, Sun of New Orleans and 
Mercantile for southern Michigan, In- 
diana and northern Illinois. The Cali- 
fornia has just been admitted to IIli- 
nois and will apply at once for admis- 
sion to Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Minnesota. 

Mr. Woessner will shortly apply for 
membership in the Western Union. The 
western department will not be organ- 
ized for several months, or possibly a 
year, it being the intention to get the 
large city agencies planted and a good 
premium income assured before the ex- 
pense of maintaining a department is 
incurred.

Mr. Woessner began his insurance 
career about ten years ago, when he 
established the Menominee Insurance 
Agency at Menominee, Mich. About 
three years later he entered field work 
for the American Central in Michigan 
and has remained with that company 
since, his field being enlarged and the 
American Central’s running mates be- 
ing placed under his supervision.

This en- 
abled him to live like a prince, but the 
impression was abroad that he mar- 
ried a fortune, and that his own salary 
was mere pin money. The exposure

REPORTS FROM OHIO TOWNS 





Trouble at Delaware Just as Usual— 
Agents at Some Points Encour- 
aged at the Outlook 





Cleveland, Ohio, June 22.—(Special 
Correspondence.) — Notwithstanding 
the statements of the field men that 
they can notice an improvement gen- 
erally over the state in the matter of 
adhering to rates, there are many ag- 
gravated individual cases. 

At Delaware, for instance, some of 
the small agencies are said to be mak- 
ing trouble by offering insurance at 
cut rates, while the older and larger 
agencies are doing all they can to keep 
peace. Agencies representing mutuals 
are said to be giving stock companies 
much trouble either by capturing whole 
lines on the strength of mutual rates or 
by giving mutuals the cream of the 
business and giving stock companies 
special hazards. The Ohio Wesleyan 
University line was placed at a cut rate 
partially, it is claimed, while a rebate 
was given on the remainder. The rate 
is $1.45 and it is said that part of it 
was written at $1.20 and a discount 
made on what could not be placed in 
that way. 


Agents at Leipsic feel very much en- 
couraged over the developments of the 
past few months. There is an inclina- 
tion to get together on rates and the 
future seems brighter than for some 
time past. Collections have been rather 
slow. 


Medina agents are well satisfied with 
what they have done so far. They say 
that the town depends upon the agri- 
cultural region about it and, of course, 
the agents do the same. 


Notwithstanding considerable shrink- 
age in the volume of business written 
so far this year, agents at Youngstown 
have observed good practices, notwith- 
standing that companies have been

anxious to keep their records up and 
have pushed the agents for additional 
business. Collections are very good, 
considering the general depression in 
business circles, but now it is believed 
that an improvement will be shown all 
along the line. 


Agents at Norwalk report business 
for the spring months as slow, but the 
prospects are now much better. Fac- 
tories are now working longer time and 
general business conditions are show- 
ing an improvement. 
will be reflected in the insurance of- 
ficies within a short time. Rates are 
well maintained there and the agents 
are standing together in good shape. 

From Lancaster it is learned that 
agents are paying little attention to 
rates, although the older offices would 
be glad to observe good practices if 
they could. From one of them it is 
learned that the customer in most cases 
makes the rate. Rate cutting and re- 
bating are both indulged in to a large 
extent, it is said. Many new agencies 
have been opened of late and this per- 
haps accounts to a certain extent for 
= unsatisfactory conditions that pre- 
vail, 


At Sidney it is reported that com- 
panies are pushing for more business 
and that they are more liberal than 
formerly in the lines they accept. Col- 
lections are good and agents are stand- 
ing together well in their manner of 
doing business. 


The board of trade at Salem has 
been successful in landing two new 
manufacturing concerns and this will 
swell the volume of business for the 
local agents. The American Cash Reg- 
ister Company of Alliance is moving 
its plant to Salem, as is the National 
Sanitary Manufacturing Company of 
Pittsburg. There is but little rate cut- 
ting and agents seem to be standing 
well together. Collections have given 
some bother, but conditions are show- 
ing an improvement and it is believed 
will be normal before long.

TO GO ON SOLE AGENCY BASIS 





Dayton Agents Decide to Make This 
Move Sept. 1 and Ask Companies 
to Cooperate 





Dayton agents who are members of 
the local board have voted to operate 
on a single agency basis from Sept. 1, 
1908, and have united in a request to 
the companies which have dual agencies 
to select their sole agents by that date. 
These number eighteen, about equally 
divided between union and nonunion. 
One has four agents, two have three, 
and the remainder have two each. Six 
have both board and nonboard agents, 
six are represented by the secretaries 
of local companies and six have two 
board agents each. 

The Dayton agencies are mostly 
mixed or union, there being but one 
strictly nonunion office of any size, in 
addition to that which represents all of 
the Ohio mutuals. , 

The Dayton local companies cooper- 
ate with the agents in good practices, 
but under the ruling of the superin- 
tendent of insurance they can not be 
members of the board. With the ex- 
ception of these and a few companies 
represented by their secretaries, there 
are only two companies not represented 
by board agents, but the number of 
outsiders has been increasing of late 
and it is with the hope of checking 
their further growth that sole agencies 
are desired. 


In Dayton, as in other cities, the}. 


home companies enjoy prestige in the 
matter of preferred business, which fact 
is appreciated by most companies, more 
particularly as Dayton has for years 
been the most profitable of the large 
cities of the state. 





After the Persimmons 

Toledo, Ohio, June 21.—(Special Cor- 
respondence)—A lively contest is on 
between Walter Brown, chairman of 
the Republican state central commit- 
tee’s political machine, and the fire in- 
surance interests of this city to dictate 
the appointment of assistant fire mar- 
shals in the Toledo district, 

The insurance interests are behind 
Walter Kountz, son of General John 
S. Kountz, for the chief assistant of this 
district. Kountz not only has the en- 
dorsement of the leading insurance 
agencies of this city, but a number of 
the prominent G. A. R. men have also 
endorsed him.

Shelby met with a heavy loss in the 
destruction of the large tube mills of 
the Shelby Steel Tube Company by 
fire Thursday night. The plant, which 
covered between three and four acres 
of ground, had been closed down for 
two or three weeks. An _ excellent 
Private fire department, made up from 
the employes, had been maintained 
right along, but on account of the ab- 
sence of the men from the plant, the 
members were not at hand just when 
they were needed. The local city de- 








partment did excellent work, but the 
fire had gained too great headway be- 
fore the alarm was given. The loss 
will probably be something like $1,000,- 
000. It is said that the plant will not 
be rebuilt.

The Dayton Lumber & Manufactur- 
ing Company of Dayton, Ohio, has be- 
gun the construction of a modern up- 
to-date plant in every respect.

SUBJECT TO CONFLAGRATION 








That Is What Is Said of Grand Rapids 
Because of the Inadequate 
Size of Mains 





Charles H. Bender, member of the 
board of police and fire commissioners 
of Grand Rapids, Mich., said, following 
a recent board meeting at which Mar- 
shal Lemoin made a report of condi- 
tions in the city: 


Unless we have larger mains and higher pres- 
sure, we will some day have a fire in Grand 
Rapids that will be a corker. 

Think of it, right down here in Monroe street, 
in the heart of Grand Rapids, where the prop- 
erty and great stocks of goods are the most 
valuable, we have but 65 pounds pressure on our 
mains, and but 90 pounds on our high pressure 
mains, 

There seems to be a popular misunderstanding 
relative to the function of the fire engine in 
action. Mere volume of water is not the sole 
factor in extinguishing a conflagration. The 
water which simply runs over a building on fire 
does no good. It is the force of that water 
delivered in solid form as a crushing blow that 
rips and tears and drives the water into the 
fibre of the wood that extinguishes a blaze. 

At the fire in the south end Friday, the ‘re 
marshal stated that with one engine on a four- 
inch main, which, at the hydrant, had a pres- 
sure of but 25 or 30 pounds, he was carrying 
100 pounds pressure on the engine. Even with 
this great engine pressure he was able to get 
only a one-inch stream which would in the down- 
town district be almost useless. 

This city is in danger of a great conflagra- 
tion. We escaped such a contlagration twice 
Friday. The fire in the south end was nearer a 
disaster than we are willing to believe. Had 
that fire been going on at the same time the 
one on Market street was active, one or the 
other section of the city would have been in 
ashes today. 

What we need in Grand Rapids is big down- 
town mains, with double the pressure any of 
them have today. The high pressure main with 
but 90 pounds pressure is inadequate, and we 
are taking long chances that a conflagration 
will get away from us some day and sweep the 
business portion of the city. 

It is high time we awakened to our needs, 
and learned that the fire engine can accomplish 
only so much as it has material to work with, 
and that this city is negligent in providing these 
facilities.

Marshall Lemoin says in his recent 
annual report: “The construction of 
most of the business blocks is bad, for 
the reason that the elevators are not 
within suitable enclosures and in a 
great many instances do not run out 
on the roof.” The marshal also urges 
the prohibition of wood shingles in the 
city limits. 





Alleged Incendiary Fires 

Mr. and Mrs. James Williams of 
Princeton, Ind., have been placed under 
arrest, accused of arson. Fire was dis- 
covered one night in the Greer-Wilkin- 
son Lumber yard at Ft. Branch. Wil- 
liams had been ejected from the yards 
several times and is accused of starting 
the blaze. Oiled waste in large quan- 
tities had been placed under the lumber 
and a barrel filled with oil was rolled 
nearby. 

A_ $6,000 loss was suffered by John 
B. Cockrum, Indianapolis, when an in- 
cendiary fired his barn and burned an 
auto, several other vehicles and one 
horse, besides a quantity of furniture 
stored in the second story. 





Another O’Brien in the Field 

Eugene G. O’Brien of South Haven, 
Mich., began work last week as special 
agent of the Home of New York, as- 
sisting his father, State Agent Joseph 
W. O’Brien. By a peculiar coincidence 
the young man’s “birthday” as a field 
man was the twenty-first anniversary 
of his father’s debut on the road.

He is a graduate of the Howe 
Military Academy and has attended the 


University of Michigan and the Armour 
Institute of Technology. Thus, is an- 
other good cruiser added to “Admiral 
Joe’s” fleet.

BARRY IS A ROTTEN UMPIRE 





That’s What “Old Detroiter” Says 
After Watching the Popular Com- 
missioner at the Game 





Detroit Mich. June 22.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—The summer vaca- 
tion fiend stands in the way of business. 
Fram now until fall business will be 
dull. Stocks are greatly reduced and 
insurance agents are feeling the effects. 
I find few agents whose business is up 
to last year’s. This, of course, must 
be expected. The oldest inhabitant says 
we always have a dull season presi- 
dential year. 


Last Wednesday I had occasion to 
visit Tashmoo Park and other parts of 
Harsens Island with Inspector Atkin- 
son for the purpose of rating some 
property recently erected at _ these 
points. On the boat I found the De- 
troit Life Insurance Club on their way 
to the park for their annual outing. 
Mixed up with the jolly fellows was 
Commissioner Barry. I did not want to 
be inquisitive, so, until the party landed, 
I had no idea of the object of getting 
our favorite commissioner away from 
Lansing to such an_ out-of-the-way 
place as Tashmoo Park: On landing, 
the whole party including Commission- 
er Barry made at once for the hotel 
(Harsens Island is dry), for dinner. 
After dinner I got next to the scheme. 
Out on the baseball field I saw two 
scoreboards, one was painted the Mer- 
ry Widows and on the other the 
Bloomer Girls. There was going to be 
a baseball match, and Mr. Barry was 
to be umpire. The captain of the Mer- 
ry Widows handed Mr. Barry a new 
ball and ordered him to take his place 
on the field. The commissioner turned 
to me. 

“Don’t you want the job?” 

I declined. 

“Say, do you know anything about 
the game? What’s this strike and ball 
business? foul, base hits, etc?” 

“Well, that’s something they use in 
playing ball. I don’t know much about 
the game. An umpire, however, is a 
fellow they make stand out in the sun 
for a couple of hours to abuse, a sort of 
villain in the play. All you have to do 
is to call out strike 1, 2 or 3 as the case 
may be, always remembering, however, 
when the bases are full and the batter 
makes a long strike, that would bring 
in three runs. If the side is behind, al- 
Iow the runs to count, but if they are 
ahead, call the strike a foul. Of course. 
you will get mixed up in a row, but 
that is what you are there for.” 





Barry followed out my instructions 
to the letter. The umpire was rotten, 
yet the Merry Widows played so poor- 
ly that assisted by the awful decisions 
of the umpire, they could not defeat 
the Bloomer Girls. The game ended 
after keeping the commissioner out in 
the hot sun for two and a half hours, 
32 to 3 in favor of the Bloomer Girls. 
Utter, Johnson and Van Sickle were 
the star actors. Of course, there were 
other poor players. When the party 
got aboard the boat at Tashmoo, things 
looked bad for the umpire. Being pret- 
ty well known on the steamer, I got 
hold of the umpire and took him to a 
place of safety. The delightful ride 
across the lake cooled the hot fellows, 
so when they were safely landed they 
forgot Barry the umpire and thought 
of him only as the genial commissioner. 


A good many people have asked, 
“What would be the result of a fire in 
the new Ford building?” The fire de- 


partment decided to make a test. The 
building is eighteen’ stories high, 
equipped with stand pipes. A single 


engine was used in the test made Sat- 
urday morning. The pipe used stood 
the test easily. The pressure was suffi- 
cient to flood every floor and leave a 
stream strong enough for the pipeman 
on the top of the building. There are 
enough stand pipes in the Ford building 
to supply water in the biggest con- 
flagration and hose can be connected 
on every floor. The force behind the 
water was sufficient to throw two 
streams over the Union Trust building 
and on to the roofs of buildings on 
Woodward avenue. At the same time, 
a test was made of a newly attached 
apparatus to the water tower, which 
throws water from midway of the 
tower. It works very satisfactorily. 
Chief Broderick says, “When one en- 
gine can perform like this one does we 
have little cause for worry over a real 
blaze. We have water enough to drown 
it out in a very short time.” 

Building operations in Detroit today 
are slack. There are quite a number of 
apartment houses and dwellings being 
erected, but the only steel constructed 
building is the Young Men’s Chirstian 
Association. The work of this build- 
ing commenced last fall. 

The Detroit Underwriters have ad- 
journed until September. 

The Guardian and the Southern are 
looking for another agent in Detroit. 

Cutting rates is the rule now. While 
it has been in vogue for some time, the 
practice on the part of some agents has 
been to do it under cover, but now it 
is an open proposition. No competi- 
tive rates are allowed. All you have to 
do now is to find some fellow who is 
wise and get him to say that he has a 
cut rate and, of course, as you won't 
lose your business you meet the rate, 
and your companies don’t object. When 
the wise fellow says he gets a cut, he 
doesn’t say anything that’s not true, 
for a good shopper among the bargain

name his own price and pretty near 
elect the company he wants to write 
the business. 


The other day a man asked me how 
the cut-rate fellows managed to get 
along so well, when in order to get the 
volume of business necessary to satisfy 
their companies, they employed numer- 
ous solicitors and in many cases gave 
them a commission as large as most 
agents get. Well, it is a hard question 
to answer. I know a man who thought 
he could sell sugar at less than it cost 
him and still do business. He kept 
selling sugar and putting the money 
back into sugar until he had no sugar 
or money. He found after the money 
was all gone business could not be done 
without profit. I imagine the time will 
come when these same insurance agents 
will have their eyes open. Anyway, 
the good old business method adopted 
many moons ago and practiced by 
some, viz., selling the best goods and 
getting the profits from them, holds 
good. Insurance, like every business, 
is done for a profit, and when an agent 
passes this idea, something sometimes 
will drop. 


The other day I ran into a bunch of 
insurance men. Matters pertaining to 
the insurance problems of the day were 
-discussed. After a time companies and 
managers were talked over. At last 
one agent who is known as a pretty 
solid agent said: “You can talk about 
insurance agents and insurance man- 
agers and insurance companies, but you 
have got to take your hat off to the 
Firemans Fund. I don’t represent the 
company, but I know it. To my mind 
it is the greatest and grandest com- 
pany doing business in this country 
today.” I said “Amen.” A company 
that stood by its lines the way the 
Firemans Fund did, should have the 
respect of every insurance company and 
agent in the country.

MICHIGAN NOTES 


Hartford, Mich., is extending its mains into 
additional territory. 

The Kalamazoo Farmers Mutual of Kalamazoo 
caught eight losses from the thunder storms in 
Kalamazoo county Sunday morning. Other com- 
panies doubtless are on for considerable sums 
as lightning losses are reported from various 
parts of the country, some of them being quite 
heavy. 


The Hancock (Mich.) board of public works 
will sink wells at West Hancock and the water 
from these wells will be concentrated by means 
of gravity pipes in a reservoir to be built at the 
same altitude as the old city cistern. Here an 
auxiliary pump will be installed to force the 
water up the hill to people living above the 
reservoir. 


Forest fires have been doing considerable 
damage in Cheboygan and other northern Mich- 
igan counties. Residents of Tower asked the 
city of Cheboygan for assistance in saving the 
town from destruction. The novelty works of 
the Tubbs Manufacturing Company was de- 
stroyed, also a million and a half feet of logs 
belonging to the Richardson Lumber Company. 


The proposition to issue bonds for building 
new fire department headquarters, also for in- 
stalling pumps at the waterworks for use in 
emergencies was defeated at the special election 
in Traverse City by twenty-five votes, notwith- 
standing the statement of the chairman of the 
water committee that if it should become nec- 
essary to shut down the larger pump for ex- 
tensive repairs or because of accident there are 
comparatively few days during the year when 
the small pumps could take care of the regular 
pumping and also furnish water for fire fighting. 


The brick water tower, a landmark at East 
Jordan, Mich., collapsed recently. It was known 
to be unsafe and the village council had pre- 
viously made plans for replacing it with a 
reservoir on top of the hill, north of Fourth 
street. A steam pump supplied by the East 
Jordan Lumber Company will keep the mains 
suppplied with direct pressure until the new 
waterworks system can be installed. The vil- 
lage voted June 24 on the question of bonding 
for about $20,000 for extension of the present 
system of waterworks, including the building of 
the new reservoir.

Springfield Local Board Finds Member

Springfield, Ill., June 23.—(Special)— 
Quite a stir is being experienced in 
local circles over the local board fining 
H. T. Morgan on charge of dealing 
with a nonboard agent. A commit- 
tee investigated the charges and the 
penalty was imposed.

AS TO MUTUAL ASSESSMENTS 








Secretary Points Out Saving in Cost 
as Against Stock Companies De- 
spite Extra Calls 





To the Editor: Referring to the 
article “Mutuals Levy Assessments,” 
contained in your issue of June 18, per- 
mit me to say that your statements are 
altogether misleading. The fact is these 
companies levied assessments equal to 
50 percent and 60 percent, respectively, 
of the premiums charged by these com- 
panies, which premiums were calcu- 
lated upon one-half of the old line rate, 
so that the actual levy in the former 
case is 25 percent, and in the latter case 
30 percent of the old line rate. 

The Hortonville and De Forest Mu- 
tuals were organized in the year 1896. 
The assessment you refer to is the first 
one that has ever been made by the 
Hortonville company and the second 
one made by the De Forest company. 
Distributing the actual cost of insur- 
ance (including premiums and assess- 
ments) over this period of twelve years 
it does not amount to over 52% percent 
of the old line rate for the Hortonville 
company. The actual cost in the De 
Forest company in the twelve years of 
existence, including two assessments is 
less than 55 percent of the board rate. 

Furthermore, I ask you to go with 
me just a little into a detailed history of 
the actual cost of insurance in these 
mutuals. 

Mr. A. carried one $1,000 policy in 
the Hortonville and one in the De For- 
est company for the same time during 
the past twelve years. Board rate 1

In spite of assessments Mr. A. has 
saved enough money in the two com- 
panies to pay nearly forty additional 
assessments, without being any money 
out. It seems to me that the showing 
made by these two mutuals is a credit- 
able one, indeed. Aside from this these 
companies are reliable and trustworthy 
in the fullest sense of the word. No 
one need fear that these mutuals will 
ever settle their losses at 20 or 30 per- 
cent or get out by paying nothing at 
all as has been the case with some stock 
companies. It seems to me that mer- 
chants and manufacturers in Wiscon- 
sin have never had occasion to regret 
having accepted mutual policies.

I understand that there are two or more per- 
sons canvassing this countv in the interests of 
the St. Paul Mutual Hail & Cyclone Insurance 
Company and getting nes for insurance 
from the farmers by telling them that the com- 
pany had only assessed its policyholders 18 cents 





on a $1,000 each year for the last three years. 
Now the facts are these: According to its 
officers’ reports to our state insurance commis- 
sioner for the year 1906 they assessed $2.50 on 
each $1,000 of their gross outstanding insurance 
for cyclone losses; from $25 to $45 per $1,000 
for hail losses, and $80 per $1,000 on tobacco 
losses by hail. The same percentages were as- 
sessed in 1907. They paid their president, sec- 
retary and treasurer salaries amounting to $9,000 
each of those years. The policyholders have this 
to pay in nts besides a commission of 
from two to six mills on a dollar of the amount 
of their policies paid to the traveling agents and 
they keep the $2 paid to them by the insured.

Shawneetown, IIll., has recently ac- 
quired the electric lighting plant which 
has been rebuilt and new machinery in- 
stalled, after being out of commission 
about three years.

The outside 
wiring is nearly all new and in fairly 
good condition, with the exception of 
the lighting drops to buildings, which, 
in many cases, are attached to the 
feeders between poles.

Of the latter about 1 percent is very 
hazardous, 24 percent hazardous, 35 
percent poor and 30 percent fair. The 
owners and occupants have been noti- 
fied of the defects and requested to 
bring about necessary corrections.

Business in South Dakota 


Stock companies recorded $1,130,553 
in premiums last year, and paid $398,- 
285 in losses. The expenses incurred 
were $355,879. This does not include 
the figures of the state company, the 
Queen City. Its premiums were $39,- 
882, losses, $20,498; expenses, $14,862. 

The St. Paul leads in premiums, 
$182,611. The Hartford comes next 
with $64,770. Other leaders are: Royal, 
$63,450; Home, $63,204; Phoenix, $53,- 
968. 

The Dakota Mutuals report $248,608 
in premiums, and paid $74,430 in losses. 





Tornado Rates Restored 

The disturbance over tornado rates 
in Nebraska has been cleared up and 
the old rates prevail again, viz.: On 
farm business, 50 cents per annum, 75 
cents for three years, and 1 percent for 
five years; on town risks, 25, 50 and 75 
cents for one, three and five years, re- 
spectively. One or two companies have 
not yet published their rates, but 
whether they do or not will make little 
difference in the situation.

Now they have concluded to 
follow the same system as the Omaha 
agents do and refuse to write on risks 
on which nonboarders have lines.

THREATENED SECESSION 

So FAR little or nothing appears to have 
developed in the line of secession of cer- 
tain small life companies from the AMER- 
IcAN Lire Convention. In connection 
with this organization there is maintained 
a bureau through which the medical de- 
partments of companies which are mem- 
bers exchange information. Membership 
in this bureau is confined to companies 
having $2,000,000 or more insurance in 
force. Some of the small companies, es- 
pecially in the south, complain that while 
they are getting started and need this in- 
formation most they are refused the ben- 
efit of it. On this account they have 
threatened to quit the American LIFE 
CONVENTION. 

The wisdom of such a move is at least 
open to question. If these very small 
companies should organize a bureau of 
their own, it would be of little service. The 
amount of information in its possession 
would be small and none too trustworthy, 
as companies just starting are likely not 
ta have as good medical departments as 
they will have later. It would appear the 
hetter course for the small companies to 
be patient until they can get $2,000,000 
on their books. Then they can get the 
bureau service. 





A GOOD PROVISION 

Tue charter of the Propie’s NATIONAL 
Fre provides that the president must be 
a practical fire underwriter of not less 
than ten years’ experience. This will ap- 
peal to insurance men generally as a most 
excellent provision. Unfortunately, insur- 
atice is one important branch of business 
which the world—and some boards of di- 
rectors—still have an idea can be con- 


ducted successfully by one who has had 
no experience in it. The exceptional 
cases in which men of marked ability have 
succeeded in the management of a com- 
pany without serving an apprenticeship in 
the lower ranks are possibly accountable 
for the long life of this generally errone- 
ous notion. The time has passed when 
any large enterprise should be entrusted 
to the hands of men without training in 
its line. Railroads, banks and other great 
corporations have learned this lesson. The 
most brilliant examples of success in all 
these lines are found among the heads 
who started at the foot and learned the 
business from the ground up. 

Many of the troubles which have be- 
fallen insurance companies of various 
classes might have been avoided had their 
presidents had the proper knowledge of 
the business; but they were bankers, law- 
yers or something else and they could not 
recognize a poor underwriting or agency 
policy when they saw it. 





WANTED—MORE NERVE 

Iowa fire-insurancewise is regarded as 
just about the limit. Yet there are cities 
in that state where rates are pretty gen- 
erally observed, and there are agencies 
even in the demoralized towns whose busi- 
ness is nearly all written at tariff. These 
bright spots relieve the otherwise somber 
picture. There are some agents in Iowa 
at any rate who are not in business en- 
tirely for their health and who have 
nerve enough to demand for their goods 
what they are worth. Such men are the 
examples the other agents ought to emu- 
late. 

It is not necessary to inquire why Iowa 
has such laws as it has or why there ex- 
ists a public sentiment which is likely to 
keep those laws on the books; the im- 
portant question is, what are agents go- 
ing to do under the circumstances? 

There is not much likelihood that the 
legislature will pass a law to make agents 
pay a high license and thus rid the state 
of a horde of side-liners and disturbers. 
The people of Iowa want disturbers, they 
desire demoralization, they rejoice in cut 
rates, and any attempt to wipe out these 
pleasing conditions would meet with stern 
disapproval. 

The agents can hope neither for aid nor 
comfort from the legislature; they must 
work out their own salvation. As a field 
man told some local agents out there one 
day, “If you fellows have not sense 
enough to keep your business from going 
to smash, you better go and jump in the 
river.” 

Iowa agents are in a very discouraging 
situation. ‘the legitimate ones who are 
making a business of insurance see their 
incomes cut into by the tactics of the 
butcher, the baker and the candle-stick 
maker, who are handling fire insurance 
as a side line, and of other supposedly 
legitimate agents who have lost their 
heads and think the only way to meet 
cut rates is by cutting deeper. 

What a lot of Iowa agents need is 
more nerve, to enable them to demand a 
fair price for their goods, to see a policy 
go to somebody else at a cut rate with- 
out getting scared, to go after business 
with enough energy to more than make 
up what they lose and to give such serv- 
ice that the assured will see the difference 
between an insurance agent and a jack-of- 
all-trades who has no proper appreciation 
either of the character or the dignity 





of the businéss. 











Branch Offices or 
General Agencies, Which? 


A strong drift towards the branch 
office plan is seen at present among the 
large surety companies and several of 
the leading casualty companies. The 
American Surety follows that plan al- 
most exclusively. The United States 
Fidelity & Guaranty and the Title are 
moving in that direction quite rapidly. 
The Travelers has but a few of its old 
general agency contracts out, and the 
Fidelity & Casualty has but four gen- 
eral agencies remaining. The Mary- 
land Casualty has three or four branch 
offices in the east and on the Pacific 
coast, but it adheres quite closely to 
the general agency plan. The Fidelity 
& Deposit also has salaried managers 
in charge at some points. The Frank- 
fort has a number of branch offices. 

How much further the movement to- 
wards branch offices will go is a ques- 
tion. The young companies, with only 
a small volume of business, could not 
stand the expense of it; but when the 
volume is large a company probably 
can operate at important points more 
cheaply on the branch office than on 
the general agency plan. 

The Travelers, for example, has prac- 
tically eliminated the middleman. The 
local agent or broker, who produces 
the business, deals directly with the 
company. The general agent, who for 
an overriding commission, sought and 
trained the agents, maintained the of- 
fice, passed upon the business and 
turned it into the company ready to go 
on its books is gone, except in a few 
instances. The company controls its 
field in a way that is impossible under 
the general agency plan.

It is the opinion of some general 
agents that the large general agency 
will not be established in the future. 
Most of those already large were 
started years ago. They allowed local 
agents and brokers a very much lower 
commission than that which competi- 
tion has forced them to pay now. With 
their large overriding commissions they 
were able to employ special agents and 
really develop their fields. A general 
agent starting now, with an overriding 
commission of generally not more than 
10 percent, can not stand this expense. 
The result is that the outside field must 
go largely undeveloped by these com- 
panies, or the companies must send 
their own special agents out to plant 
agencies, or they must make one agent 
in every few counties a general agent 
with full general agent’s commissions 
and trust to his being able to develop 
his comparatively small field. 

* - * 


The last mentioned plan is the one 
adopted by the Maryland Casualty. It 
causes no more field expense than to 
have only a few general agencies, but 
it makes much more work at the home 
office. However, it results in the de- 
velopment of the territory. If a com- 
pany must send its own specials out to 
plant the agencies, it is likely to figure 
that it would better handle them itself 
through a branch manager than to 
pay a general agent an overriding com- 
mission merely to handle the agents, 
when it is supposed to cover the cost 
both of establishing them and handling 
them. So it looks like the branch office 
plan or the small general agency for 
the future. 





* * 


It is noticeable that the English com- 
panies are adhering pretty closely to 
the old plan. The plant of the Employ- 
ers is old and well established. The 
Ocean was fortunate in securing strong 
general agents at very many points at 
the start, and it has had to make few 
changes. The London also has a strong 
plant. These three are not very likely 
to change their plans. It has been 
pointed out that English companies 
differ from those of America in that 
they look closely after the expense and

E. C. McCauley, formerly Indiana 
state agent of the Indianapolis Fire, 
who after its reinsurance, went with the 
Virginia State in the same capacity, 
was found dead in his bed Saturday 
morning having expired with heart 
failure. 


George A. Dyer of Lansing, well 
known in insurance circles, died June 
19, aged 67 years. Mr. Dyer opened 
an insurance agency at Lansing in part- 
nership with L. S. Hudson, in 1889. In 
1898 Mr. Dyer, with O. A. Jenison and 
James V. Barry, the present commis- 
sioner of insurance, opened a general 
insurance agency, under the name of 
the Dyer, Jenison, Barry Company, and 
Mr. Dyer was active in this business 
until two years ago when illness pre- 
vented his working regularly, and about 
a year ago he sold his interest to Mr. 
Jenison. Mr. Dyer leaves a wife and 
two daughters. A number of promi- 
nent insurance men attended the funeral 
services on June 21. Mr. Dyer was an 
active member in the Michigan Asso- 
ciation of Local Agents and his services 
on the legislative committee were es- 
pecially valuable, 


The Dayton Mutual Fire received its 
authority to do business a few days ago. 
It starts with $750,000 insurance in 
force, instead of the $500,000 required 
by the Ohio law, with 450 members, 
where the law requires only 200, and 
with nearly a thousand dollars more 
cash premiums than required. B. 
Coleman will be the secretary and 
manager and B. F. Hoblit special agent. 
All the directors except Mr. Coleman 
are Germans, the conservative, level- 
headed kind that have “made Dayton 
famous.” 

“Senator” Coleman is one of the vet- 
eran mutual men of Ohio. He received 
his title, not through activity in politics 
or service of the state in a legislative 
capacity, but because his whiskers bear 
so great a resemblance to those of Pef- 
fer, one time senator from Kansas. 
Mr. Coleman is a credit to the mutual 
business in Ohio. In Dayton “mutual

It is known that the manager 
of one of the big English companies, 
at least, likes the present plan, because 
he knows just what part of his pre- 
mium income it is going to cost him, 
while under the branch office plan the 
income and expense of getting business 
bear only a variable relation to each

WHAT PAUL MORTON IS DOING 





Mutual Life Seems to Be Stirring Up 
Its Managers in the Effort 
for Business 





New York, June 22.—(Special Cor- 
respondence) — Considerable “knock- 
ing” has been aimed at the president 
of the Equitable Life, Paul Morton, 
principally because of the lack of 
knowledge of the life insurance busi- 
ness. But Mr. Morton is making good, 
and after all that is what counts. He 
possesses the power of winning men, 
being most democratic in his manner. 
When he took charge of the Equitable 
the cogs did not fit weil. The field 
force had been accustomed to the pol- 
ished air of aristocracy. It is true the 
old management was accustomed to 
meet with the men in the field, never- 
theless one could always tell they were 
officials. Mr. Morton, on the contrary, 
is a giant in stature, with a big heart, 
but he is a man who meets a man on 
a common level. The Equitable’s field 
force now realizes this and is respond- 
ing with a surprisingly good business. 
Not only in this is President Morton 
powerful. He is drawing to the ranks 
of the society as solicitors some of 
the best business men in the country. 
When asked if he “discoverd” Mr. Mor- 
ton, T. F. Ryan, owner of the con- 
trolling interest of the Equitable Life, 
said he did not, but he wished he could 
claim credit for it. 


Quite a number of changes are be- 
ing made among the managers of the 
Mutual Life at present, which is caus- 
ing no little comment. One of the 
retiring managers, asked for the rea- 
son why he stepped out said in brief, 
“I failed to secure my allotment.” This 
is taken as an indication that the com- 
pany gave an allotment to each of its 
managers and expects him to make 
good. That such a large number are 
leaving the field indicates that old man- 
agers are not able to mold themselves 
to new conditions. This is evident be- 
cause new men put on by the Mutual 
Life, and many of the old men, are 
sending in a most satisfactory busi- 
ness. Under the old method, large 
initial commissions were paid, so that 
it was possible to buy business. Now 
it is a question of personal production 
and the ability to handle men. In this 
company, or with its field force, the 
effect of new conditions are most 
noticeable. 


_ Brokers are again resuming activity 
in New York City, having from one 
to a dozen life companies for sale. This 
is probably due to a renewal of ap- 
parent prosperity in financial and in- 
dustrial circles. The names of some 
prominent companies are being men- 
tioned as on the market for sale, but 
it scarcely seems possible that busi- 
ness men of sufficient standing to own 
control of a large life company would 
be so indiscreet as to place their in- 
terests in the hands of a broker to ped- 
dle around indiscriminately. Conse- 
quently an allowance should be made 
for statements of this nature. 


The situation in connection with the 
Provident Savings Life is disquieting in 
the extreme and shows what relief may 
be expected from the judiciary in a 
matter of this nature. For a couple of 
months, affairs have been at a stand- 
still awaiting a decision in the case of 
Moir against the Coyle crowd, in which 
it was sought to restrain certain al- 
leged directors from acting in that 
capacity. Evidently the appellate di- 
vision has placed all the papers in a 
Pigeon hole and gone on an extended 
vacation. In the meantime, there has 
been no election of officers, and it is 
Stated officers are working without 
salaries awaiting the final outcome.

TANGLE IN RHODUS AFFAIRS 








Many Interrelated Companies Form a 
Hard Snarl to Unravel—Grand 
Jury to Investigate 





Investigation of the affairs of the 
Central Life Securities Company and 
other concerns of Rhodus Brothers still 
continues before Master in Chancery 
Hopkins of Chicago. The relations of 
these various corporations are so con- 
fused that it is almost impossible to 
keep track of them. 

The Mercantile Finance Company 
promoted the Central Life Securities 
Company. The Central Life Securities 
Company, with $2,500,000 capital, half 
preferred and half common, is the hold- 
ing company which owns the stock of 
the Republic Life Insurance Company 
of Illinois and five agency companies 
incorporated under the Arizona laws. 
The Finance Company of America 





the Mercantile Securities Company, 
$12,000 a year as president of the Cen- 
tral Life Securities Company, and $1,- 
200 a year as president of the Republic 
Life. His brother, Thomas P. Rhodus, 
received $1,500 a month as president of 
the Mercantile Finance Company, $500 
a month as president of the Mercantile 
Securities Company, and $500 a month 
as member of the executive committee 
of the Central Life Securities Company. 
Receiver Fetzer says that not a dollar 
of actual money was put into the va- 
rious concerns by the incorporators. 
The whole string seems to hinge on 
the mining properties owned by the 
Finance Company of America and their 
value is problematical. 

It is admitted by Birch F. Rhodus 
that about $800,000 of stock of the Cen- 
tral Life Securities Company was sold, 
but so far the receiver has succeeded in 
getting hold of only about $400,000 in 
cash and securities. The receiver states 
that the $800,000 admitted to have been 
sold does not represent the whole trans- 
action, as there are still thousands of 
dollars outstanding in notes on which 
the stock has not yet been issued. The

General Accident Gets Out a Railroad 
Disability Policy on the Monthly 
Payment Plan 





The General Accident has gotten out 
a new monthly installment railroad dis- 
ability policy on which it comments as 
follows: 


Railroad installment on the commercial form 
is by no means a new business. Its inception 
dates back about as far as the beginning of the 
accident business generally, which heretofore has 
dealt entirely with accidents. There is a de- 
mand for health and accident insurance among 
the railroad men. 

f any one should appreciate an accident pol- 
icy, particularly on account of the hazard of 
his occupation, it should be he who is sub- 
jected to the exceptional hazard of railroading 
in all of its branches. To meet this demand, 
we have inaugurated a monthly payment plan 
of combined health and accident insurance, 
which we believe will meet the general wants 
of the ralroad men. 

Our plan is to give large indemnities in case 
of disability caused by accident or sickness, 
with as few restrictions as possible with ist 
ent underwriting. 

We believe that the average man today who 
has to earn his living by the sweat of his brow 
greatly prefers indemnities in case of sickness 
or accident to that of an accidental death bene- 
fii. Those who desire protection on account of 
death have provided for this form of insurance 
largely through lodges, their various brother- 

oods, or life companies. Then, too, there are 
oo who prefer to take the chances of bein 
accidentally killed, which are very remote, end 
apply the proportionate premium, which, ac- 
cording to the way railroad instalment business 
is conducted by commercial companies, is more 
than 50 percent. of the total premium, to pur- 
chasing increased benefits which they receive 
themselves, instead of their beneficiaries after 
ow are dead and gone. 

e have, however, included with the health 
and accident indemnities, a funeral benefit of 
$100, which is telegraphed to the beneficiary as 
soon as satisfactory evidence of a claim is re- 
ceived at the home office, which would ordi- 
narily be in the hands of the beneficiary before the 
assured was buried. 

In our manual we divide the classifications ac- 
coiding to the hazard of the occupation in seven 
different classes. 

In class one for a premium of $1 per month, 
$50 per month is paid for disability. This class 
includes the preferred occupations amongst the 
railroad men. 

Engineers and firemen come under Class Six, 
under which we allow $20 per month for dis- 
ability for $1 per month premium. 

The following indemnities for $1 premium are 
given in other classes: Class 2, $40; class 3, 
$35; class 4, $30; class 5, $25. 

Brakemen come in Class No. 7, under which 
we allow $15 per month indemnity for $1 per 
menth premium.

Joyce Meeting the Agents 

President Wm. B. Joyce of the Na- 
tional Surety, accompanied by Super- 
intendent of Agencies Drapier, has been 
holding a series of agency meetings in 
the west within the past week. On 
Tuesday of last week about twenty 
Michigan agents gathered in Detroit, 
where a meeting was held. Luncheon 
was served at the Hotel Pontchartrain 
and in the afternoon there was a boat 
ride to one of the clubhouses up the 
lake where a chicken and frog dinner 
was served. On Thursday the agents 
in the vicinity of St. Louis met in that 
city. On Friday those of northern 
Illinois, southern Wisconsin and Iowa, 
to the number of about twenty-five, as- 
sembled at Chicago and held an en- 
thusiastic meeting, followed by a din- 
ner at DeJonghe’s. The home office 
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people and most of the agents had 
something to say and the meeting was 
a strong stimulant to get business. On 
Saturday a similar meeting was held at 
Minneapolis for Minnesota and north- 
ern Wisconsin agents, and this week 
one is booked at Columbus, Ohio, for 
Ohio and Indiana agents. 





CHANGES MADE AT CLEVELAND 





Miller & Co. Get United Surety—Bart- 
ley J. Doyle Company Succeeds 
Leslie H. Webb Company 





Burt A. Miller & Co. get the gen- 
eral agency of the United Surety for 
Cleveland, Ohio, and a number of coun- 
ties in that vicinity. This appointment 
is the first step in the reorganization 
of the company’s Ohio agency plant. 
Hoge & Shipley of Cleveland were 
general agents for the state, but Mr. 
Hoge was compelled to withdraw from 
the firm in order to look after other 
important interests. Mr. Shipley has 
become associated with Miller & Co. 

Charles R. Miller is a prominent at- 
torney of Cleveland and for several 
years was connected with the Bankers 
Surety. At one time he was chairman 
of the underwriters committee, giving 
him a valuable experience in passing 
on propositions submitted. Burt A. 
Miller, the other member of the firm, 
is very well known in surety circles. 
He was with the Fidelity & Deposit in 
Havana during the Cuban war and 
afterwards. He helped organize the 
Bankers Surety and had a large share 
in establishing its agency plant, serving 
the company as_ superintendent of 
agents. More recently he was with the 
Metropolitan Surety in a like capacity. 

The United Surety will put in di- 
rect reporting agencies at Toledo, 
Columbus, Dayton and Cincinnati, but 
appointments for these points have not 
been made yet. The United Surety has 
been very fortunate in getting strong 
men for its general agents and the 
ssepeny’s growth is largely due to this 
act. 


The Bartley J. Doyle Company has 
purchased the business of the Leslie H. 
Webb Company, general agents of the 
Casualty Company of America and the 
Massachusetts Bonding & Insurance 
Company at Cleveland, Ohio. Bart- 
ley J. Doyle, formerly home office 
representative of the Casualty Company 
of America, is the president of the 
new agency company, and E. W. 
Briggs, until recently local manager of 
- the United Surety Company at Cleve- 
land, is the secretary and treasurer. 
Charles A, Pryce, well known in the 
casualty field, has been appointed spe- 
cial agent and will look after the field 
work, while Ernest H. Rowe, formerly 
with the Metropolitan Surety, will be 
the special agent in the city. 

In addition ‘to the casualty companies 
named, the new agency will establish 
a fire business and expects to make 
the agency one of the best in the city. 
At present the Home of New York, 
Eureka of Cincinnati, Pittsburg and 
Norwich Union are represented. Later 
a special fire insurance department will 
be established. 

Several solicitors have already been 
appointed and it is expected that the 


force will be greatly enlarged within 
a short time. 


Stewart Goes With Empire State 

R. L. Stewart of Kansas City, Mo.. 
southwestern manager of the National 
Surety, has resigned to go with the 
Empire State Surety. He enters into 
a partnership with R. C. Woodworth, 
manager of the Empire State at Kan- 
sas City, under the style of Woodworth 
& Stewart. The new firm will handle 
western Missouri and Kansas for all 
lines in Kansas and all except accident 
and disability in Missouri. The com- 
pany does not write these in that state. 

Mr. Stewart was formerly of the 
firm of Stewart & Bowman of St. Louis, 


who handled the National Surety for 
Missouri. This firm dissolved several 
years ago and Mr. Stewart went to 
Kansas City as southwestern manager. 
Both he and Mr. Woodworth have a 
good business, strong connections and 
they expect largely to increase the Em- 
pire State’s volume of premiums. 





Pay Rolls Show an Increase 

Managers of employers liability com- 
panies having their headquarters at 
Columbus, Ohio, report that many of 
the men who were laid off are being 
placed on the pay rolls again, not only 
in Columbus, but throughout the state. 
This return of activity will probably 
result in saving for the companies a 
large amount of premiums which other- 
wise would have had to be rebated at 
the time of the pay roll audits. 





Takes Over Burial Association 

The American Assurance of Philadel- 
phia has taken over the Franklin Burial 
Association of Columbus, Ohio. The 
new Ohio laws practically put burial 
associations out of commission. The 
Franklin has about 2,000 members. The 
American Assurance will issue a spe- 
cial life contract to them, giving about 
the same indemnity as before, but on 
a more substantial basis. George Wylie, 
manager of the Franklin, as already an- 
nounced, has been appointed district 
manager of the American at Colum- 
bus. 





Will Award Medals 

For the first time in history heroes 
will be recognized and rewarded by 
accident companies when the Interna- 
tional Association of Accident Under- 
writers meets in convention in Atlan- 
tic City on July 7-9. 

Last year the association decided to 
award three gold medals, called the 
George E. McNeill medal, in honor of 
the memory of one of the founders of 
the association, to three persons in the 
United States and Canada who per- 
formed during the year deeds of hero- 
ism which resulted in the saving of hu- 
man life. The medal, which is of Tif- 
fany design and production, is about 


two inches in diameter, suspended from || 
a bar and bearing on one side a por- |' 
trait of the late George E. McNeill of 


the Massachusetts Mutual Accident. 
The reverse side and the bar will be 
suitably inscribed with the name of the 
association, the name of the one to 
whom it is awarded and the occasion 
of the meritorious deed. 

The committee in charge, which con- 
sists of A. E. Forrest, of the North 
American Accident; A. W. Masters, 
of the London Guarantee & Accident, 
and Edson S. Lott, of the United States 
Casualty have a number of names now 
before them for consideration. The 
committee will report to the executive 
committee of the association on the 
first day of meeting, and the awards 
will be made during the convention. 
The winners will be invited to the con- 
vention and the presentations will be 
made by some prominent local or state 
official. 

This year will be the first award, but 
three medals will be awarded annually 
on the same basis. 


Thirty-Day Policies 

The Pennsylvania Casualty has is- 
sued several modifications of its dollar- 
a-month commercial accident policy. 
The “complete” accident policy, at $1.25 
a month, pays, according to classifica- 
tion, from $40 to $60 monthly indem- 
nity, from $1,000 to $2,000 for death or 
dismemberment, with 10 per cent ac- 
cumulations for five years if the pre- 
mium is continuously paid, double in- 
demnities for travel, elevator and burn- 
ing building accidents, surgeon’s fees 
and registration. 

The “preferred” policy, at $150 a 
month from age 18 to age 50, and $2 a 
month from age 50 to age 60, pays $50 
monthly accident indemnity not exceed- 








ing two years, $50 monthly sickness

IN CHICAGO SURETY OFFICES 





Movement to Organize a New Com- 
pact Not Getting Universal Sup- 
port and Unlikely to Succeed 





A number of the surety. managers in 
Chicago have been sounded recently 
to learn their sentiments in regard to 
reviving the Surety Underwriters Asso- 
ciation, which died some months ago, 
or organizing a new one. The in- 
itiative in this matter has been taken by 
the heads of one or two large offices 
who feel that it is very desirable that 
the surety men should get together in 
an effort to get rates back to a rea- 
sonable figure. Rates in general have 
been going constantly downward for a 
year or more in Chicago. This is espe- 
cially true of rates on contract bonds. 
The sagging movement still continues, 
with no immediate prospect of a rally. 

The inquiry among the various of- 
fices is developing much difference of 
opinion. On the academic question of 
need of higher rates, there is unanimity, 
but this is very far from existing as to 
the methods to be employed in bring- 
ing about a betterment. Whenever 
rates get off there are always those 
who look first to organization to a 
means of relief. Some are doing that 
on this occasion, but there are others 
who have had all they want of surety 
organizations in Chicago. One man- 
ager says he will not join till every- 
body else in Chicago is tied up in an 
ironclad agreement. He belonged to 
the old organization and lived up to its 
rates and saw one or two offices that 
were “just about to enter,” but never 
did actually, increase their business 
wonderfully, while the number of “un- 
fortunate errors” in quoting rates was 
surprising. The prospects are that 
enough of the small offices will stay 
out to prevent anything like an effec- 
tive compact. 

It has been suggested that the sure- 
ty men might get up a lunch club to 
promote goodfellowship. Nobody 
seems to object to this, but it falls 
short of what some of the offices want. 

Aside from any feeling which re- 
mains as the result of the old agree- 
ment, there are other obstacles in the 
way of the organization of a new one. 
One manager of a small company be- 
lieves that companies of that class are 
handicapped by belonging to a com- 
pact while companies which have not 
been a great while in the field hold that 
they, too, are at a disadvantage because 
the old offices can renew their old 
business at original rates while the new 
company can offer only the compact 
tates, which generally are higher. 


A sign some surety men do not like, 
because it points to fear and want of 
confidence, is an increased demand for 
bonds guaranteeing that lessees will 
pay their rent during the term of their 
leases. Such bonds are required now in 
some cases where ordinarily there 
would be no doubt the rent would be 
paid, 

That the utmost care is necessary in 
writing contract bonds at present is 
evidenced by the number of instances 
in which surety companies are detect- 
ing contractors in making false finan- 





cial statements. In some cases such 
facts show that the contractor is in a 
tight place; in others, it is suspected 
that the contractors are doing only 
what they have done in the past, but 
that the companies, in some cases, are 
exercising more care than formerly in 
looking them up. ‘ ; 





Mr. Connel’s New Position 

W. W. Connel, vice-president of the 
American Assurance, who was formerly 
secretary and was sent to Chicago to 
take charge of the office there and also 
the Illinois and Indiana field, has re- 
signed to become assistant manager of 
the industrial disability department of 
the Continental Casualty at the home 
office. The field work formerly super- 
vised by Mr. Connel from the Chicago 
office will hereafter be handled from 
the home office. 


Maryland’s New Accident Policy 

The Maryland Casualty has issued 
its new “perfect form” accident policy, 
which differs from other forms chiefly 
in that the accumulation feature applies 
to the weekly and special indemnities 
as well as to the principal sum. The 
policy is issued only in the one size, 
$5,000-$10,000, with the premium of $30 
payable annually and not quarterly or 
semi-annually. It will be issued to pre- 
ferred classes only and in the large 
cities only. The reason for this last 
provision is supposed to be that city 
business men do not do the amount of 
“tinkering” around home that small 
town business men do. 








Business in South Dakota. 


The surety and other companies ex- 
cept accident and liability wrote $97,- 
722 in premiums in South Dakota last 
year, and incurred $50,130 in losses. The 
Equitable Fidelity & Surety of Brown- 
ings, S. D., wrote $5,301 in premiums. 
The Western Surety of Sioux Falls 
wrote $19,546 in premiums and had 
$5,432 in losses. The accident and lia- 
bility companies report $88,350 in prem- 
iums and $35,969 in losses. 





National’s Big Business 

The National Surety is doing a fine 
business this year. Last winter Presi- 
dent Joyce stated that he would be 
satisfied with a million and a half in 
premiums for 1908, considering the gen- 
eral business conditions, but so far the 
company is ahead of its record for the 
same period of last year, giving fair 
ground for the prediction that it will 
show a good increase for the year as a 
whole. 





Michigan Company Barred Out 

The Indiana department denies the 
American Health and Accident of 
Michigan the right to collect premiums 
in Indiana. The controversy between 
the department and the company is of 
several months’ duration. It is under- 
stood the company will seek in the 
courts what it believes to be its rights. 





Will Not Interfere With Field 


There Has been some misunderstand- 
ing as to the deal whereby the Nor- 
wich Union Fire takes over the Nor- 
wich & London Accident. It was re- 
ported that it was a merger and the 
Norwich & London Accident as a 
separate entity would be no more. The 
deal is a stock transaction. The Nor- 
wich Union Fire buys the stock and 
will manage the Norwich & London 
Accident from the former’s own office. 
Under the laws of most states in this 
country the Norwich Union could not 
transact a fire and casualty business. 
The Norwich & London so far as its 
organization in the field is concerned 
will continue just as before.

He announces that no suc- 
cessor will be appointed to fill the posi- 
tion of liability manager made vacant 
by the retirement of George G. Brown.

Fire Marshal Creamer’s Talk 

The first feature of the afternoon was 
the address by former State Fire Mar- 
shall D. S. Creamer, now a candidate 
for state treasurer on the Democratic 
ticket. Mr. Creamer expressed thanks 
to the insurance men for the kindness 
and assistance they had shown him dur- 
ing his term of office. Mr. Creamer 
spoke at some length on the duties of 
the state fire marshal and fully ex- 
plained the work handled by the de- 
partment. He first told of the blanks 
to be filled out by fire chiefs, detailing 
particulars of all fires, loss, insurance, 
etc. After these are filed the depart- 
ment must record all these and compile 
them, classify by counties, showing all 
the details, loss and other figures. By 
doing so it gets at the figures of loss 
per capita. The loss by fire in this 
state last year was about $7,077,700, 
and there were more than 4,535 fires. 
The first year of the fire marshal’s de- 
partment, the loss by fire was more 
than eleven millions, showing a great 
decrease. The department investigates 
all fires and in addition inspects build- 
ings, public and private, to make recom- 
mendations that will aid in preventing 
conflagrations. 


How Agents May Assist 

Mr. Creamer said he was opposed to 
the pardoning of firebugs, who had been 
sentenced for arson, and believed that 
when they served their sentence it was 
serving a good example to others and 
would prevent many cases of incendiar- 
ism. He cited numerous prosecutions 
made by the department during his 
term of office. He said the agents’ 
organization could greatly assist in the 
work of the fire marshal by seeing to it 
that the rules and regulations were 
faithfully carried out, also by securing 
advanced legislation governing these 
matters and educating the people. In 
conclusion Mr. Creamer said he hoped 
that in the future the fire losses in Ohio 
would be reduced to a small figure. 
The fire marshal should represent the 
whole people and no particular clique 
or clan. Considerable applause followed 
this address and by a rising vote the 
association showed its appreciation of 
Mr. Creamer’s remarks, also his work 
as fire marshal. 

The report of the nominating com- 
mittee was received and adopted, of- 
ficers being elected, as already stated. 

Opposed to Discrimination 

The committee on resolutions pre- 
sented the following: 

Resolved, That we reaffirm our antagonism to 
discrimination in rates and our belief that the 
method of measuring hazards and fixing rates by 


each company doing business in Ohio should 
be uniform in that company’s operations regard- 








less of section, to the end that risks similarly 
conditioned as to protection, construction, oc- 
cupancy, exposures and other hazards, shall 
bear the same proportion of the fire tax. 

Resolved, That we are committed to the “anti- 
rebating” idea and suggest consideration by the 
incoming executive committee of ways and 
means to check this evil, calling its attention 
to the fact that the business of life insurance is 
protected by statute against this demoralizing 
and unfair practice. 

Resolved, That the entire system of rate 
making with the schedules and the results of 
their application should in all cases be open to 
the inspection of the insuring public, and the 
local agents; and we express the hope that 
some day agents and assured distant from the 
inspection centers may have easier access to 
the schedules, and thereby a more complete ac- 
quaintance with the hazards and _ conditions 
which exist and which go to make up the ad- 
visory estimates. 

Reaffirm National Association Principles 

Resolved, That we reaffirm our adherence to 
the well established principles of the state and 
national organizations, fully believing that much 
has been and is being acsemplighed in the in- 
terest of the local agent by the gradual de- 
velopment out of these principles of a definite 
line of action, acceptable to both companies and 
agents, in matters affecting the local agent. 

Resolved, That we appreciate the work of our 
officers and committees during the past year, 
having — in mind the splendid results 
secured during the legislative session at Co- 
lumbus and the discomfiture of those whose ef- 
forts to bring about demoralization in our busi- 
ness were defeated; and further that we con- 
gratulate the public on the continued legal ex- 
istence of inspection bureaus, which we believe 
will in the end be a most effective preventive 
of both discriminating and exorbitant rates, 

_ Resolved, That the thanks of the state associa- 

tion are due and are hereby extended for the 
very complete arrangements made by the San- 
dusky county branch, the local agents of Fre- 
mont, and the local lodge of Elks for our com- 
fort and entertainment, and to the speakers 
who have honored us at this convention. 

A resolution was presented that Co- 
lumbus be the permanent meeting place 
of this association, after which the 
meeting adjourned sine die.

POINTERS 


FOR LOCAL AGENTS. 


To the Editor: I am making fire 
maps for the company I represent, and 
while in a certain city of this state 
(Illinois) the other day I was getting 
the interior of a business house that 
occupies three rooms. They had stand- 
ard fire doors between the rooms, but 
I saw from the pictures and hangings 
that they could not be shut. I asked 
the proprietor about it. He toid me 
that for two years they shut them 
every night, but that a committee of 
underwriters came there and told them 
that it was not necessary. Since then 
they have not closed them. I do not 
understand it. I thought that when 
the store was closed for the night and 
on Sundays, and no one there, the fire 
doors were to be shut, and that by do- 
ing so is where they got the benefit of 
their reduction in rate. The proprie- 
tor told me that a sister of his put fire 
doors in her building, which cost her 
$60, and the local agents told her the 
same. INSPECTOR. 

Answer: We are amazed at the 
conditions you mention in your letter. 
When improvements are made in a risk 
by introducing standard fire doors, 
shutters, and in fact anything in the 
nature of a fire retardent, the fire in- 
surance companies grant a credit in 
rate, based, of course, on the fact that 
the equipment is in order, and is being 
used. We cannot see how any local 
agents could give such suggestions as 
you state. We are confident that if the 
rating authorities or the companies 
were aware of such conditions the risk 
would be penalized at once and the 
rate put back to where it was before 
the improvements were made. It 
seems to us if an inspector finds such 
conditions as you mention it is his duty 
to report same to his company or rat- 
ing authorities in order that prompt ac- 
tion may be taken. 

Question—We hand you herewith 
the form under which some insurance 
was recently written upon a plant lo- 
cated at this point. The assured pur- 
chased a building upon which there was 
a small amount of insurance. He 
started to convert same into an_ ice 
plant and had the policy which he held 
indorsed “Privilege to make necessary 
additions, alterations and repairs such 
as are necessary to convert said build- 
ing into an ice plant.” Later on, after 
he had spent considerable amount of 
money in improving the building and 
putting in machinery, he took out a 
builder’s risk covering as per form in- 
closed herewith. Shortly afterward the 
plant burned and in the adjustment the 
question came up whether these poli- 

















building material after it had been con- 
structed into the enlargement of the 
original building. : 

There having been considerable dis- 
cussion in the matter, we are writing to 
ask your opinion as to how you would 
consider that these policies covered, 
and we would thank you to advise us. 

The form referred to is: 


Contained on premises in or within 100 feet of 
buildings on their land formerly known as the 
West Virginia Bridge Works, located along the 
Belt Line Railroad, new addition to Charlestown, 
Jefferson County, West Virginia, 

Privilege is granted to do such work and to 
use such material as necessary to construct 
said plant during the term of this policy with- 
out prejudice to this insurance. 

It is warranted by the assured that the prop- 
erty covered by this policy shall not be occupied 
or machinery be operated if installed, except 
for testing the same without privilege being 
endorsed hereunder or attached hereto. 

Eighty percent coinsurance attached. 

Electric prohibitory clause attached, 

Additional insurance allowed. ;

Answer—As to question as to whether 
builder’s risk policy covered on loss 
you mention, will say that it all de- 
pends on whether the plant had been 
put in operation. If it was in opera- 
tion the company having the builder’s 
risk policy would not be liable under 
the following clause in the form: 

“It is warranted by the assured that 
the property covered by this policy 
shall not be occupied or machinery be 
operated if installed, except for testing 
the same without privilege being en- 
dorsed hereunder or attached hereto.” 

If the plant had not been put in op- 
eration the builder’s risk policy would 
be in force. 


The distinction between the three- 
fourths value clause and the three- 
fourths loss clause does not seem to 
be well understood. The first is a 
value limitation clause in that it re- 
stricts the amount to be carried by the 
assured upon any risk to three-fourths 
of the actual cash value of the prop- 
erty insured, thereby making him (the 
assured), a self insurer to the extent of 
one-fourth. If the assured carries 75 
per cent or less of the actual value and 
a fire occurs, he is paid a total loss 
under his policy if the value of the 
property damaged amounts to or ex- 
ceeds three-fourths of the property at 
risk. If the loss be less than the face of 
the policy he recovers in the ratio that 
the value of the loss bears to three- 
fourths of the actual cash value of the 
property insured. 

The three-fourths loss clause is a 
loss limitation clause in that it limits 
the amount to be recovered by the 
assured in case of loss to three-fourths 
of the ascertained loss, whether the 
loss be total or partial.—Fire Insurance 
Club Bulletin.
